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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The SUPERINTENDING Scuoon CoMMITTEE submit the fol- 
lowing as the annual Report of the condition of the Schools 
in Hampton Falls :— 


DISTRICT No. 1. 
Prudential Committee, Joun H. Gove. 

The School in this District has for the past year been under 

the charge of Miss Martha A. Dow. ‘This is the second year 
that Miss Dow has taught in this District. Under her in- 
struction the school has made good progress; and the number 
of visits to the School on the part of the parents and friends 
of the scholars attest to an interest that cannot fail to have a 
good effect upon the character of the school. 


DISTRICT No. 2. 
Prudential Committee, J. W. Mouton. 


@ The school in this District was taught by Miss Mary Hall. 
The terms were shorter in this than in either of the other dis-

tricts, and the progress of the scholars was not so good as the ~ 


Committee could wish.

DISTRICT No. 3. | 
Prudential Committee, Jamus D. Brown. 


The school in this District was taught by Miss Abbie A. 
Pike, both summer and winter. This is Miss Pike’s second 
year in this school. The school exhibits a degree of progress 
that denotes faithful and constant labor on the part of the 
teacher. ‘The progress of the younger scholars has been very 
good indeed. ‘There is material in this school, if rightly de- 
veloped, to give ita high rank. Let the District continue 
their interest in the school, sustain the teacher, encourage 
the scholars, and it must continue to improve in manners and 
intellectual acquirements. 


Our suggestions for the welfare of the schools are few. 


First, secure the services of good teachers; and then let 
the scholars follow the advice of a politician to the voters of 
his party: ‘‘Vote early, Vote often, Vote continually.”” We 
“say to all scholars, go to school, go early, go often, GO CON- 
TINUALLY. And let the parents see to it that their children 
are well provided with proper books, that they attend school 
regularly, and by frequent Visits encourage both teacher and 
scholar. 

It should be the endeavor of those having charge of chil- 
dren to make the school room attractive, and for that purpose 
some amusements should be introduced into the school. 

There are many exercises that would not only serve to 
amuse, but would be of real value to the scholar. When the 
scholar or teacher can sing, that should be one of the exerci- 
ses every day.
